Doves will fly into the air after a moment of 
silence Thursday morning in the University Union 
Ballroom to honor the thousands of lives affected by 
the tsunami, which left more than 200,000 dead and 
many homeless in 10 different countries bordering the 
Indian Ocean. 

The doves symbolize peace, healing and remem- 
brance, which represent the theme for the day as the 
Multi-Cultural Center tries to bring together support 
during the aftermath of the natural disaster. 

“Tt’s something that has touched everyone,” said 
Ric Brown, vice president for Academic Affairs.

tole in educating people on the situation in Southeast 
Asia. 

“A university is a perfect place to talk about a 
worldwide tragedy,’ Brown said. 

Leonard Valdez, director of the, Multi-Cultural 
Center, said the center wants the historical disaster 
added to future course work in classes, with sections 
on the tsunami and the Southeast Asia region. 

“We want faculty to talk about it to students,” 
Valdez said. 

Information about the tsunami, people and areas 
affected including facts, statistics, Web sites, health 
and counseling information will also be handed out. 


Valdez said that along with telling people about

the disaster, the program will give students who are 


from the impacted regions an opportunity to find each 
other and share their thoughts and reactions to the 
tsunami. 

Sac State has more than 800 students who are 
from the damaged countries, Valdez said, and 
between 300 and 500 of them are Indian. 

“Students come into contact with other students 
from different countries every day on campus,” said 
Valdez, who hopes that the program will bring a lot of 
them together.

with grad scholarship

e graduate committee for the communication 
studies department has begun working to cre- 


ate a scholarship in the name of Leah Vande 
Berg. 

Vande Berg was a professor in the communication 
studies department until the end of last semester when 
she died of ovarian cancer. She taught at Sacramento 
State since 1990. 

“Leah was on the graduate committee and was 
very dedicated to helping graduate students,” said 
Peggy Allan, an administrative support coordinator 
for the communication studies department. 

Allan is coordinating the project and said that she 


hopes to award the first scholarship during this semes- 
ter. 

Vice President of Academic Affairs Ric Brown 
said the scholarship will only be available to graduate 
students in the communication studies department. 

Vande Berg’s husband, Nick Trujillo, a professor 
in the communication studies department, said the 
scholarship was “the idea of several of her colleagues 
who knew her and knew she was dedicated to the 
graduate students.” 

“We're hoping the scholarship fund will get to the 
level of endowment, which is $10,000, during 
spring,” said Chris Miller, the interim graduate coor- 
dinator for communication studies. 

The scholarship began while Vande Berg was still

Vagina candy sales benefit local groups

Many students may recognize 
V-Day as an abbreviation for the 
upcoming holiday, Valentine’s Day. 

To the producers of “The Vagina 
Monologues” the “V” in V-Day 
means something a little bit differ- 
ent. They have defined it as victory, 
valentine and vagina. 

This new V-Day celebration is 
what has brought several products 
in the shape of vaginas to 
Sacramento State. 

The Women’s Resource Center 
will be selling vagina-shaped prod- 
ucts, such as lollipops, chocolate 
bars, pens and purses, on campus 
until Feb. 5, the day of the last 
showing of “The Vagina 
Monologues” on campus. 


This will be the fourth year the play 
will be performed at Sac State. 

“The play is often thought of as 
a ‘woman thing,’ but a lot of men 
end up going to see it,” said Jessica 
Heskin, an advocate and educator 
from the Violence and Sexual 
Assault Support Services. 

The money raised by the ticket 
sales to “The Vagina Monologues” 
and the vagina merchandise will 
help fund the Violence and Sexual 
Assault Support Services at Sac 
State, and 20 percent of the pro- 
ceeds will be donated to SHARE, a 
global organization based in 
Sacramento that is dedicated to 
improving the health and well-being 
of women and families. 

Patricia Grady, the Women’s 
Resource Center coordinator, said 
the event has raised approximately 
$5,000 each year. This:year she said 
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“We're really trying to get more 
fraternities, sororities, and clubs 
involved in the project this year, so 
we are offering to reserve seating 
for groups of 10 or more,” Heskin 
said. 

Large groups who ask for the 
reserved seating option will also be 
announced during the play in appre- 
ciation of their support. 

The residence halls plan to take 
advantage ‘of this as Draper and 
Sierra Halls have both created dis- 
plays to promote the event. 

Nicole Zauner, a resident advi- 
sor of Draper Hall, said she hopes to 
get a group of at least 30 students to 
attend the event. 

Zauner created a display in her 
hall to inform students about the 
event. The display includes a paper 
representation of a vagina and was 
vandalized Thursday night.

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It’s ‘Sacramento State,’ at last RWEC: Opening

President Alexander Gonzalez 
announced his request for an official 
name change for California’s sev- 
enth largest state university on Jan. 
20: the 300-acre campus at 6000 J 
St. will now be known exclusively 
as Sacramento State University. 

Gonzalez made the decision 
public during his spring address to 
faculty and students inside the 
University Union Ballroom. 

The decision to use Sacramento 
State University as the new name 
came after the administration con- 
ducted thousands of surveys 
through the campus Web site,. stu- 
dent registration and focus groups 
with students and faculty. 

A committee consisting of stu- 
dents and faculty analyzed the 
research and recommended the 
name change to Gonzalez. For 
years the community has referred to 
the university under several differ- 
ent names: Sac State, CSUS, or Cal 
State Sacramento. 

“Picking a consistent name is 
part of an overall effort to re-brand 
this university, to develop a clear 
identity that’s instantly recognizable 
on and off campus,” Gonzalez said 
- in his speech. 

The board of trustees is expected 
to approve the name change in its 
March meeting. 

A new logo will also be devel- 
oped this semester to accompany 
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ANDREW NIXON/STATE HORNET 
President Alexander Gon- 
zalez announces the uni- 
versity’s new name, Sacra- 
mento State University. 


the new name. Details were not 
provided, but Gonzalez said it will 
be comparable to a trademark that 
will help to increase the university’s 
popularity. 

“Kind of like the swoosh for 
Nike,’’ Gonzalez said. 

Along with the formal name 
change of the university, Gonzalez 
announced that the CSUS 
Foundation has voted to change its 


name to University Enterprises, Inc. 

The foundation, located above 
the Hornet Bookstore, is responsi- 
ble for overseeing the bookstore, 
campus eateries and student jobs. 

Gonzalez spent much of the 
speech addressing Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s budget proposal 
released on Jan. 10 and its impact on 
the California State University sys- 
tem, 

The $111.7 billion budget pro- 
poses $2.6 billion in spending for 
the CSU general fund. This is a 4.4 
percent increase from the last budg- 
et, or $110.5 million. 

“The CSU as a whole is working 
hard and the lobbying has paid off 
in this budget proposal,” Gonzalez 
said. 

Gonzalez added that he believes 
the governor’s budget proposal hon- 
ors the Higher Education Compact 
made between Schwarzenegger and 
the CSU system in May 2004. 

Under the compact, the gover- 
nor has promised to increase fund- 
ing for the next six fiscal years as 
long as the CSU meets accountabil- 
ity standards in student perform- 
ance. 

“This budget doesn’t restore all 
we've lost, but demonstrates a 
prospect for much better times 
ahead,” Gonzalez said. 

Some new features are in the 
works for the Destination 2010 plan 
including the construction of a new 
bookstore, new parking structure 
and campus directory signs. 


The first step toward construc- 
tion of the Recreation, Wellness and 
Events Center may begin in early 
March when the administration will 
decide on an architect. Gonzalez 
said construction for a new book- 
store adjacent to Serna Plaza would 
begin in the fall. 

A third parking structure near 
Hornet Stadium will begin con- 
struction in April or June. Gonzalez 
explained that construction for the 
structure had been delayed because 
the price of steel “went through the 
roof,’ so it had to be redesigned. 

A hotel and conference center 
near the campus and student hous- 
ing options are being looked at. 

“We’re in the works at looking 
at a facility that could house 500 
students initially,’ Gonzalez said. 

Campus directory signs to help 
navigate students and the public 
from building to building are slated 
to be put up around campus in the 
next year and a half. 

Surveys have prompted the 
administration also to look at possi- 
bly building a faculty and staff child 
care center. 

Before ending the speech, 
Gonzalez reiterated that all of the 
plans he mentioned illustrate that 
the university will be aggressive in 
its approach to the Destination 2010 
vision he has set. 

“The next few years are when 
we go beyond mere expectations,” 
Gonzalez said.

tion and the prospect of much better times ahead 
for the CSU campuses.” 

Gonzalez said the figures in 
Schwarzenegger’s budget are not money in the 
bank until California’s state legislature’s July 
deadline to approve a budget. 

Until then Gonzalez will not plan on the 
increase. 

“At this point, however, we'll plan based on 
what we know and exercise our best judgment in 
preparing for the coming year,’ Gonzalez said. 

Frank Whitlatch, Sac State interim vice presi- 
dent associate of public affairs, said there is a pos- 
sibility of a budget shortfall. 

“Tt’s a confusing system, we go in with the 
best estimate and hope we don’t have to make 
cuts,” ‘Whitlatch said: : Mie acatbaye 


Because of a possible money surplus, Larry 
Glasmire, director of special programs and enroll- 
ment anaiysis, said that Sac State could look for- 
ward more to growth and funding for programs. 

The new budget could make way for a 2.5 
percent enrollment increase throughout the state. 
In comparison, Sac State received more than 
18,000 applications before the priority filing peri- 
od deadline for the fall 2005 semester, a 6 percent 
increase from last year. 

Glasmire said there will be room to accom- 
modate them. 

Under the Higher Education Compact, the 
university-wide system will receive $101.2 mil- 
lion in student fee revenue that will become avail- 
able in the fall. 

Glasmire said a quarter of the student: fee 
increases will go to students who need financial aid. 


In November 2004, the CSU board of trustees — 


approved an 8 percent fee increase for undergrad- 

uates and 10 percent for graduate students. 

Whitlatch said that fee increases will be made on 
a year-to-year basis. 


Money from the state budget will be allocated 


to universities based on budget proposals and 
planning groups. Sac State will work with a base 
budget, and if the proposed state budget doesn’t 
pan out, adjustments will be made. 

Those adjustments will come in cuts “all 
across campus,” Whitlatch said. 

Glasmire said one possibility is to cut back on 
enrollment. 

Gonzalez said it was an important investment 
by California politicians to accept the lobbyists’ 
and students’ push for a budget increas, because 
the CSU system grants 51 percent of the state’s 
bachelor degrees each year.

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opening of the track and field 
olympic trials, Davis said. 

The new facility is set to include 
state-of-the-art exercise equipment, 
a basketball gym able to accommo- 
date 6,500-8,000 spectators, a 
bowling alley, theatre and swim- 
ming pools . 

“The goal is to have a fantastic 
facility,’ Davis said. “We believe 
this to be one of the hottest projects 
in the country, as far as schools.” 

The key number for this project 
is $25 million: it’s when construc- 
tion can commence, and it’s when 
student fees will increase $99-150. 

The $25 million figure is also 
critical because that is how much 
Gonzalez initially promised to raise 
through private donations. 

So far, Gonzalez has nearly half 
of his first goal with a $10 million 
donation made by businessman 
Alexander Spanos, and besides that,

any other significant donations are 
anonymous, said University Union 
associate director Donald Tucker. 

“He hopes he had the money 
now. But, he has to take it one step 
at a time in terms of working with 
potential donors. He calls it “friend 
raising comes before fund raising,’” 
Davis said. 

Davis said that Sac State has 
looked at UC Davis’ Activities and 
Recreation Center that just opened 
last April. 

Other facilities that have been 
surveyed are the Save Mart Center 
at Fresno State, Aztec Center at San 
Diego State and a facility at 
Sonoma State. 

“Everyone pretty much has a 
vision of what they want to see,” 
Davis said. “Can we afford what 
we’ ve envisioned?”

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Studying abroad can be 


part of your plans for life 


as a ‘gap year;’ we here in the 

United States prefer to say ‘tak- 
ing a year off’ when we talk about it. 
However, that is not where the dif- 
ferences end, it is only where they 
begin. -Here, the “taking a year off” 
is met with gasps and looks of 
shock. It is then followed by a line 
of questioning by parents, friends, 
even teachers, which goes a little 
like this: “Why would you want to 
put your education (read: “life”) on 
hold?” “Won’t that jeopardize your 
future goals?” “What will you do 
instead?” “How will this help you 
later in life?” 

The list goes on. 

When I decided to study abroad 
last year I was bombarded with 
questions from everyone I knew. 
The questioning from my parents 
was bewildered and hostile, even 
though they are not the ones funding 
my education. From my peers the 
questioning seemed to be more of 
intrigue and later jealousy. 

Over the course of planning my 
semester abroad I encountered 
many students who had always 
wanted to study abroad or take time 
off to travel, but many were too 
afraid to do so. I can understand 
their resistance to leaving behind the 
certainty, the plan. Nobody likes 
change especially when the out- 
come is completely unknown. 

The outcome in this case, how- 


[: England there is a thing known 
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ever, can only be positive. Students 
who go abroad learn about other cul- 
tures. They step out of their comfort 
zone and are confronted daily with 
problems that arise from cultural dif- 
ferences and from just not knowing. 
That discomfort leads to an incredi- 
ble growing experience. I never felt 
so alone or so confused in my entire 
life as I did when I first arrived in 
France. Nobody spoke. my lan- 
guage, I didn’t know where I was 
going to be living, I had no car and I 
had nobody but myself to turn to. 

The point is that I figured it out 
and I learned a lot along the way. 

Before leaving I thought that all 
students in all countries had as diffi- 
cult a time explaining their reasons 
for wanting study or travel abroad in 
lieu of traditional education, but I 
was wrong. When visiting some 
friends in England I found out that it 
is English custom for students .to 
take a gap year between high school 
and college to travel around other 
countries and enjoy working and liv- 
ing in other cultures. It is viewed as 
a passage rite of sorts. 

It would be nice if students in the 
United States could, before being 


bogged down with the ‘real’ world, 
take some time out to see what lies 
beyond their borders without feeling 
like they will fall behind. 

With all of the overseas study 
options available to students at 
Sacramento State, it is surprising 
how often the opportunity is passed 
up. The Office of Global Education, 
located in Lassen 2304, has options 
from six weeks to a full year in 
many price ranges along with schol- 
arship opportunities, so there is no 
reason for students to turn down this 
opportunity that, yes, will look good 
on a resume in the future. 

Taking a year off does not have 
to be a negative thing. It doesn’t 
make people look flaky or irrespon- 
sible. It makes them look curious 
and interesting, and it makes them 
stand out compared to the students 
who just went through the motions 
to get their degree. Having the 
University of Somewhere Far, Far 
Away on a resume leads to a lot of 
great questions from potential 
employers and becomes a great con- 
versation starter. Usually the con- 
versation starts like this... “Oh you 
studied abroad? I always wanted to 
do that, but...” f

-RWEC A Go, 
PENDING MILLIONS 


en months after we voted to fund the 
construction of the $73 million 
Recreation and Wellness Center 
(RWEC), President Alexander Gonzalez has 
raised about $10 million of the $25 million 
dollars he committed to the project. 
According to university officials, .con- 
struction cannot begin until that money is in 
the bank or at least somewhere in sight. At 
this rate, construction could begin 14 months 
from now — sometime in April or May 2006. 
Leslie Davis, director of the Student Union, 
told us the university’s goal is to have the 
project completed by June 2008, just in time 
for the 2008 Olympic Trials.

“I am outraged at the registry 
process,” Warner said in an e-mail to 
the State Hornet. “In my department 
alone, a total of 14 classes were can- 
celled this semester.” 

As a result of the cancelled 
classes, Warner said she might have 
to postpone her graduation date. 

“Most departments will work 
with students who get caught this 
way,’ Sheley said. “They will try 
very hard to find substitute classes 
to make it work out.” 

Warner said even though she has 
tried through academic advising 
and her counselor to resolve her dif- 
ficulties, she still won’t be able to 
graduate this spring.

center organize the tsunami program. 
Amit Rai, a graduate student in computer sci- 


ence, is Indian and a part of the Indian Students 


Association. 

He was in India when the tsunami hit the 
country’s coastal communities, but was far north 
and away from the danger. 

“I’m happy to see all of the support here,” Rai 
said. 

None of the donations and support from the 
United States that have been sent to help will 
reached the victims living in India. 

Rai said for the first time the Indian govern- 
ment has become self-supporting, helping out 
other countries while refusing help for itself. 

Rai has been making fliers and helping his 
friend prepare a presentation for the program on 
campus, which will show people the damage 
done to the Southeast Asia region and how peo- 
ple have been helping over there. 

“There’s just total destruction,” Rai said. 

The tsunami program will also give students 


‘and anyone else on campus a chance to write 


down how they feel about the “total destruction.” 

The poetry, notes and comments will be 
burned in a ceremony on a later date. 

Valdez said the center did something similar 
after the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, 

This time it will be too difficult for the center 
to send all of the poetry, comments and notes to 
all the affected countries so they will be publicly 
burned, mimicking a similar ceremony done in 
Tibet. 

Traditionally, after their country experiences 
a tragedy, the people in Tibet put out prayer flags 
for a month, which are then burned in the Tibetan 
belief that the smoke will carry their prayers. 

Valdez said the center has not decided when 
or where the ceremonial burning will take place, 
but that he wants to have it somewhere near water 


to symbolize the wave that took so many lives on - 


Dec. 26. 

In addition to the ceremonial burning, which 
will honor both the dead and the living, several 
campus organizations have offered their services 


to help students cope with all of the loss. 

The Women’s Resource Center will be help- 
ing provide students, faculty and staff informa- 
tion on where they can go if they need to talk to 
someone. 

Psychological Services and the Employee 
Assistance Program will have booths Thursday to 
give people information on mental and physical 
health along with information on their sessions, 
which don’t always need an appointment. 

The Employee Assistance Program’s coun- 
selors see the faculty and staff while 
Psychological Services is only available to stu- 
dents. 

Deana Frandsen, from the Employee 
Assistance Program, said she expects people will 
want to talk to someone after such a tragic event. 

“You don’t know who has been affected by it 
and how much,” Frandsen said.

he spark is gone. James 
Payne — the 5-foot-9 guard 
from Detroit who was a spark 
plug for the Sacramento State men’s 
basketball team last season — wasn’t 
in uniform for the team’s home win 
against Weber State on Jan. 15. 

It was supposed to be Payne’s 
second game back after returning 
from academic ineligibility. The 
Wayne County Community College 
transfer failed to meet the number of 
units required in 2004’s spring 
semester, forcing him to sit out the 
first half of the season. 

Instead, he sat alone in the far 
comer of the stands, opposite of a 
team huddle he once helped lead, 
watching his former teammates play 
Weber State. 

For the second straight semester, 
Payne had failed to earn enough 
units to keep his eligibility, thus end- 
ing his collegiate playing career. 

This wasn’t the first time aca- 
demics have held Payne back from 
playing the sport he loves. 

There was the opportunity of 
playing basketball at Westen 
Michigan after graduation from 
Mumford High in 1996, but low 
SAT and ACT scores scratched that 
plan. 

“So I just decided to go to 
work,” Payne said. 

Four years removed from high 

_ School, Payne worked at the 
Chrysler plant in Detroit. He also 

. worked for a transportation compa- 
ny as a driver, taking patients to and 
from their homes to kidney dialysis. 

Payne was living with-his aunt, 
Gloria Cottrell, whom he moved in 
with at age 6 when his mother, 
Andria Murphy, was murdered by 
her boyfriend. 

As Payne aged into his 20s, his 
relationship with his father, Hosea 
Payne, grew stronger. But he said he 
always felt more comfortable living 
with his aunt.

In a decision that applies to every 
sports team at the Division I level, the 
NCAA Div. I board of directors approved 
the Academic Progress Rate at its 99th 
annual convention held this month in 
Dallas. 

“This action today is a critical step in 
our journey to establishing much stronger 
and significant academic standards for 
NCAA student-athletes,” said Robert 
Hemenway, chair of the Board of 
Directors and chancellor of the University 
of Kansas in a press release. “The ultimate 


goal is for our student-athletes to stay on 
track academically and graduate.” 

The Academic Progress Rate is rough- 
ly based on a 50 percent graduation rate 
over a five-year period..This is based on 
the number of student-athletes on. each 
team who achieve eligibility and are full- 
time students each term. 

Teams will lose scholarships when 
players who are academically ineligible 
leave the school. This means that if any 
team at Sacramento State falls below the 
Academic Progress Rate it stands to lose — 
at most — 10 percent of its scholarships. 

“The new guidelines that the NCAA is 
in the process of adopting I think strength-

ens the accountability that every institu- 
tion will need to have in terms of what 
they are doing with their athletes,” Sac 
State athletics director Terry Wanless said. 
“I believe that it is good legislation that 
will have a positive long-term effect on 
our intercollegiate athletic program. 

“I think it will be a strong deterrent to 
those institutions that simply pay no atten- 
tion to the student’s academic progress.” 

Every men’s and women’s team at 325 
Div. I institutions; more than 5,000, must 
reach the Academic Progress Rate begin- 
ning next fall to avoid losing scholarships.

“What a neat concept to have a 
team go around and spread that 
message,” Sac State coach Kathy 
Strahan said. “When I heard what 
this team was about, I thought 
‘That’s Lesley.”

may have looked paper-thin, but he 
never lacked support — especially 
from his older brother, Robert 
Murphy, now an assistant men’s bas- 
ketball coach at Syracuse. 

“Twas laid off from the plant and 
I was just playing ball,” Payne said. 
“My brother told me, ‘If you’re just 
going to play ball, why don’t you 
just go back to school?’ 

“T told him, ‘Nah, I’m not feeling 
school.” 

So Murphy cut his younger 
brother off of financial support until 
he figured out a plan. 

“He felt that I wouldn’t get the 
most out of life without a college 
education,” Payne said. “That I 
would be stuck doing the same 
things; that I needed to make better - 
decisions.” 

Motivation wasn’t just coming 
from his brother, either. Payne’s bas- 
ketball friends told him that if he 
was just playing basketball, he might 
as well do it at school. 

Payne, 21 years old at the time, 
remembers thinking, “Man, no one 
is going to take some old guy like 
me.” 

But that was before Payne had 
ever looked at community college as 
a possibility. He soon learned that it 
would give him the chance to play 
for two years and then move up to 
the Division I level —a level he’ 
always felt he belonged in. 
be was catapul 
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way of basketball. 

Payne began playing at Wayne 
County under the guidance of assis- 
tant coach Dwayne Canada. 

As a sophomore at Wayne 
County in 2001-02, Payne was 
named the team’s Most Valuable 
Player after averaging 17.6 points 
and 3.5 steals. He helped lead the 
team to its best record in school his- 
tory. 

The same season, Payne would 
suffer another setback. His father 
died from lung cancer. 

It was his father’s words that 
would stick in his head to this day. 

“He told me, before he passed 
away, to graduate,” Payne said. “He 
didn’t care about games; he didn’t 
care about anything else. He just said 
to do whatever I could to get in 
school.” 

Scholastic opportunity came by 
way of Sac State. 

When Canada was hired as a 
Homet assistant coach, he brought 
head coach Jerome Jenkins to 












“T can’t fault any kid that wants 
to come be a Hornet, because not a 
lot of kids want to,” Jenkins said. 

Jenkins gave him his opportunity. 

“T was playing so hard just to get 
out of Detroit,” Payne said. “To get 
out of the ghetto environment and. 
come to a better place.” 

Payne redshirted the following 
season at Sac State, taking classes in 
the fall at Wayne County before 
moving to Sacramento in the spring 
to take classes at Sacramento City 
College. 

No scholarship would come 
from Sac State, so he took out a loan 
to pay the out-of-state tuition and 
became the first basketball player 
from Wayne County to ever play for 
a Division I program. 

Payne became an inspiration to 
the Hornets in his junior season. His 
role as a backup point guard was 
larger than his average of 1.5 points 
in 10 minutes per game. 

“Payne was like a coach on the 
floor,” Jenkins said.

In 1986 Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer released 
“Hoosiers,” a basketball movie based on the true story 
of a school’s improbable run to an Indiana state high 
school basketball championship. 

Since its release, “Hoosiers” has been considered the 
gold standard in basketball movies, especially high 
school basketball movies. Recently 
Paramount released “Coach REVIEW 
Carter,” starring Samuel L. Jackson 
as, Richmond High basketball 
coach Ken Carter, a movie that could perhaps be best 
described as “Hoosiers” in the hood. 

Carter caught national attention when, in 1999, he 
banned his team from playing basketball in midseason 
because many players failed to achieve certain goals 
including achieving a minimum 2.3 GPA. The team for- 
feited two games before it was reinstated. “Coach 
Carter” is the movie based on that 1999 season, follow- 
ing the team through their disastrous preseason, all the 
way to the state championship tournament. 

The movie itself is relatively unoriginal, following 
the typical formula that has a coach taking a team full of 
misfit players and molding them through discipline into 
a winner, much like “Remember the Titans” and 

~ “Miracle.” i 

There is only one thing about the story that really 
stands out, and that only applies to residents of the 
greater Sacramento area. One of the characters in the 
movie is given a scholarship to play college basketball; 
the school that recruits him is Sacramento State. The end 
credits state that the player went. to Sac State and 
obtained a communications degree. However, the Sac 
State men’s basketball team hasn’t had a player from 
Richmond in its Division J era (1991-present). 

The movie even has all the usual clichés about being 
winners on and off the court. The ordinary nature of the 
story is perhaps the movie’s biggest flaw and it threatens 
to make it about as interesting as watching the San 
Antonio Spurs. However, just like the Spurs, a team that

relies on players executing well, “Coach Carter” is a 
good movie that thrives because its actors execute their 
parts well. 

In “Hoosiers,” the coach was Gene Hackman and in 
“Coach Carter,” it is Samuel L. Jackson, the gritty vet- 
eran of movies like “Pulp Fiction” and “The 
Negotiator.” There is a boatload of other actors that 
deliver good performances, including musician Ashanti, 
Rob Brown (Finding Forrester) and Rick Gonzalez (The 
Rookie, Old School), but it is Jackson’s stirring per- 
formance that carries the movie. Jackson is both 
dynamic and precise, delivering an impassioned and 
stirring performance far better that Hackman’s in 
“Hoosiers.” 

The movie holds nothing back about life on the 
streets, showing the gritty life that many of the players 
lived in Richmond, a city located 10 miles northwest of 
Oakland. From the shooting death of a cousin of one of 
the team’s players to the decision of the girlfriend of 
another player to have an abortion, “Coach Carter” por- 
trays life on the streets of Richmond as tough and unfor- 
giving. 

“Coach Carter” is predictable but still manages to 
maintain the tension.of a close ballgame that comes 
down to the wire through great acting. Don’t expect to 
find any sort of cinematic risk, but it’s a feel-good movie 
that is well worth the price of admission.

In her second season as coach 
and director of track and field at 
Sacramento State, Kathleen Raske 
has turned a struggling program 
into a contender to win the Big 
Sky conference. 

Raske arrived at Sac State a 
year and a half ago, immediately 
realizing the necessity for change. 
For a team that has traditionally 
finished at the bottom of the Big 
Sky, creating a belief in the ath- 
letes was one of her first chal- 
lenges.

Not only did the teams succeed 
as a whole, Raske said 95 percent 
of the athletes ran personal best 
times, something she takes great 
pride in. 5 

“It’s one of the reasons I 
coach,” Raske said. “It’s fun to 

take an athlete where they’re at 
and get them to improve.” 

With the 2005 indoor season 
opening this weekend in Reno, 
Raske believes the success the ath- 
letes had last season will give them 
the confidence they need to get to 
the next level. Sac State received 
its highest pre-season rankings in 


school history, and hope to live up 
to expectations. The women were 
ranked fourth and the men sixth in 
the Big Sky coaches poll. 

“From what everyone’s been 
saying, this is probably our best 
year to win the Big Sky 
Championship,” freshman decath- 
lete Jordan Stevenson said, 

In order for that to happen, 
Raske has implemented a progres- 
sive training routine aimed to get 
the team to peak at the right time. 

“Tt’s a building process, so my 
expectation is that we’re going to 
start out slow and end big,” she 
said: “If they’re on fire the first 
meet and they have all these great 
things happen, it’s going to scare 
me a little bit.” 

With the Olympic Trials and 
the NCAA Championships held at 
Sac State and the improvements 
the program had in 2004, Raske 
believes Sac State is on the map in 
the world of collegiate track and 
field.
